BLACKOUT A SUCCESS 


The success of the practice blackout in the county 


last evening demonstrates what can happen when those 
in charge of such an activity receive 100 per cent, co- 
operation. 
Reports indicate that in every section the

Last evening's experience proves that the people 


of this county at least are beginning to get serious about 
the world situation. 


It is not at all hysterical to say that the entire
